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INTRODUCTION 


The  Patient  Profile  Tables  present  information  on  persons  with  end-stage  renal  disease  (ESRD)  covered  by  Medicare. 
The  tables  are  intended  for  use  by  professionals  in  the  renal  community  and  by  the  Federal  Government.  These 
profiles  describe: 

The  utilization  of  dialysis  and  transplantation 

The  demographic  characteristics  of  the  patients  being  treated  for  ESRD 
The  types  of  primary  diagnoses  (causes  of  ESRD)  most  commonly  reported 
The  causes  of  death  most  commonly  reported 

The  data  sources  used  to  compile  the  profiles  are  listed  at  the  end  of  the  narrative  description  of  each  profile.  A 
more  detailed  description  of  the  data  sources  can  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  These  profiles  reflect  information  as  it 
has  been  reported  to  the  Health  Care  Financing  Administration  and  include  only  those  ESRD  patients  enrolled  in  the 
Medicare  program.  For  all  profiles,  the  report  period,  or  profile  year,  is  the  full  calendar  year  indicated  at  the  upper 
right  of  the  page.

ALGORITHM  FOR  RETURN  TO  DIALYSIS  DATE  FOLLOWING  TRANSPLANTATION 

The  methodology  involves  a  comparison  of  the  hemodialysis  regimen  of  transplanted  patients  to  that  of  hemodialysis 
patients  who  have  never  been  transplanted.  Those  transplant  patients  falling,  in  any  particular  quarter,  within  the 
normal  range  for  the  number  of  hemodialysis  sessions  of  patients  never  transplanted  will  be  assigned  a  return  to 
dialysis  date  corresponding  to  the  mid-point  of  that  quarter. 

The  normative  range,  in  this  case,  was  determined  by  computing  a  frequency  distribution  for  all  never-transplanted 
dialysis  patients  receiving  hemodialysis  services  after  January  1,  1977.  In  order  to  eliminate  distortions  from  any 
erroneous  records  in  the  file,  22  and  50  sessions  were  chosen  for  this  analysis  as  the  lower  and  upper  limits, 
respectively.  The  results  of  this  analysis  showed  a  mean  number  of  dialysis  sessions  of  34.26  and  a  standard  deviation 
of  6.096.  A  range  of  plus  or  minus  two  standard  deviations  from  the  mean  yields  a  normal  range  of  22  to  46  sessions. 
As  this  range  equates  statistically  to  95  percent  of  these  hemodialysis  patients,  it  was  selected  as  the  transition 
criterion  to  be  used.
